One of the most remarkable features 


of uncivilized life is the power savages 
show of tracking men and beasts over 
immense distances. 
Many travelers 


have spoken of this as something almost 
miraculous, yet it is only the result of 
careful observation of certain well-known 
signs; and we have here before us a col- 
lection of verj'-common-sense hints on 
the subject. In countries like onrs every 
trace or foot-print or wheel-track on 
roads or paths is soon obliterated or 
hopelessly confused; but it is otherwise 
in the wilderness, where neither man 
nor beast can conceal his track. In 
Caffreland, when cattle are stolen, if 
their foot prints are traced to a village, 
the head man is responsible for them, 
unless he can show the same track going 
out. A wagon track in a new country is 
practically indelible. " More especially," 
say the authors of " Shifts and Expedi- 
ents of Camp Life," " is this the 6aso if a 
fire sweeps over the plain immediately 
after, or it a wagon passes during or after 
a prauie live. We have known a fellow- 
traveler in this manner recognize the 
trades his wagon had made seven years 
before, tho lines o£ charred stumps 
crushed short down remaining to indi- 
cate tho passage of the wheels, though 
all other impressions had been obliter- 
ated by tho rank annual growth fully 
twelve feet high. Sometimes, the origi- 
nal soil being disturbed, a new vegeta- 
tion will spring up along the wagon 
track, and thus mark out the road for 
miles. 


Even on hard lock a man's baro foot 


will leave tho dust calved together by 
perspiration, so that a practiced eye will 
see it; and even if theie 13 no track, a 
stone will be disturbed here and there, 
the side of the pebble which has long 
Iain next to the ground being turned up. 
I£ it is still damp, the man or beast that 
turned it has passed ^ ery recently. If a 
shower of lam has fallen, the tiack will 
tell whether it was made before, during 
or after the shower; similar iudications 
can be obtained finra the dew ; and other 
indications of the tune that has elapsed 
since a man pa?scd by is iurnished by 
the state of the crushed grass, which will 
be moie or less withered as the time is 
longei or shelter. Other indications ore 
drawn from the direction in which the 
gross lies; this tells how the wind was 
blowing at the time the grass was 
crushed ; and by noting previous of the 
•niiid, one leaiDs the time at which each 
part of the (ivli was made.

dustrial plants, such as colza, flax, to- 
bare.), horn, chicory, etc., fifth, second 
01 "stolen" crops, such as turnips and 
carrots, English clover, sparry, etc., 
thereby the cultivated area is in effect 
uici eased one-third; sixth, abundance 
of food for cattle.

M. De 
Lavelev says* "The flemish farmer 
jcrupulously collects every atom of «ew- 
ige from the towns; he guard* his man- 
ire like a treasure, pat* a roof over it to 
prevent the rain and sunshine bom 
spoiling it; he gathers mud from men 
uid canals, the excretions of «TiiTn<iln 
ilong the highroads and the ways, for 
inversion into phosphates."—Ooiret- 
pondence Chicago Tribune.

DEATH OF BEV. If. I*. LAWT8. 


A Sketcn of [his Useful Life-Obituary 


Remarks. 


REV. M. L. LAWS, tfie esteemed pastor 


of the Fust Baptist Church of Deeatur, 
HI., after an iUness of three months of an 
affection of the lungs, passed away this 
morning at 3.20, in a very happy state of 
assurance concerning his endless future. 
He became the pastor of this church dn- 
ring last September, and soon found that 
the members of his congregation and his 
acquaintances generally appreciated the 
excellencies which had rendered him so 
popular in Missouri. He had truly im- 
bedded himself in the hearts of his 
church, which they took every pains to 
manifest in doily acts of kindness to him 
and his family during their affliction. 


The deceased was born iu Accomac 


county, Virginia, August 21, 1842. His 
father was Rev. William Laws, a promi- 
nent Baptist minister. His mother, be- 
fore marriage, was Miss Mary Ann Fin- 
ley. He, with an older brother, W. B. 
Laws, attended the high school in Alex- 
andria, and both afterwards spent one 
year in the Preparatory Department of 
Madison University, New York, in 1858. 
During a pupilage at Columbian College, 
D. 0., while a very wild and thoughtless 
shiner, he was brought under a distress- 
ing sense of his sinfumess by the pious 
example and earnest efforts of a very 
diminutive fellow-student, a converted 
Jew, whom he had suspected of hypoc- 
risy and despised, until the wickedness of 
which he became the means of his con- 
viction, compelled him to desire and ask 
his prayersjand instructions. It was ever 
after his pleasure to think and speak of j 
him with gratitude. The writer would 
gla 'y voice a wish of the deceased by 
giving the name of the Little Jew, who is 
now a prominent minister, but the name 
is not remembered. After several months 
of gloomy anxiety over his condition as a 
sinner, Mr. Laws learned by happy expe- 
rience, that, which by nature none can 
understand, to-wit, what it is "to believe 
in Jesus.'' During the same year, Novem- 
ber, 1859, he was' baptized by Rev. Jos. 
H. Kinnard, pastor of the East Baptist 
Church, Washington, D. C., now of Clii- 
cago. 


In the fall of 1862 he went to Madison 


University and entered his old class; and 
in the fall of '03 went to Brown University, 
Ehode Island; entered the senior class, 
took his A. B. degree in 1864 and his A. 
M. iu '67. He lived in Philadelphia, 
New York and Virginia until the war 
closed, then spent a while on Lake Supe- 
rior, in the copper mines. In January, 
1866 he married Miss Virginia A. Lucas 
in Accomac county, Virginia; came west 
and went to selling drugs in Mount 
Pleasant, Iowa. Then his brother, Dr. 
W. R. Laws, joined him, and they went 
to Ottawa, Kansas, and continued the 
same business. 


Here he became impressed with a sense 


of duty to preach the gospel, but stoutly 
rebelled against it; tried to quiet his mind 
by the effort to do good in other ways, as 
making money and using it liberally to 
promote the gospel, and in planting and 
promoting Sunday schools, &c. Reverses 
in business at length made him feel 
hedged up to the necessity of preaching. 
In January, 1870, in addition to his finan- 
cial troubles, camo the sad experience of 
losing his wife, who left him with a babe 
only 9 months old. He then surrendered 
to tho calls (if conscious duty to preach, 
and went to Saline county, Mo., and 
taught school as a means of preparing for 
the ministry. After three months, with 
n limited stock of theological knowledge, 
commenced a career which truly made 
his brief life encouraging, instructive and 
beautiful. At the time there was a very 
feeble church in Glasgow, Mo., which in- 
vited him to its pastorate iu iu '71. He 
was ordained at Rehoboth cliureh in Sa- 
line county, Mo., and returned to Glas- 
gow and commenced his work. Was pas- 
tor there from Jan., '71 to March, '73. 
Commencing with a church of fifteen 
momliers, he raised the money and built 
an 88,000 meeting-house, and had the 
pleasure of increasing his membership to 
60. In Dec., '72, he married my daugh- 
ter, Miss Gertrude A. Taylor; went as 
pastor to Park avenue church, St. Louis, 
iu '73, where he prosecuted ft successful 
pastorate until May 1, '74, when impaired 
health compelled him to resign, after bap- 
tizing for his church some thirty or forty. 
Thence till Sept. 1, '"!i, he traveled for 
the Central Baptist. When encouraged 
by the belief that his health would justi- 
fy, he accepted a pastorate at • Boonville, 
Mo. Here his members considered him 
the very man they wanted. His church 
was very much iucreasecl and developed 
under his brief ministry. In April, '77, 
bis health gave way and after greatly 
building up the congregation and Bab- 
bath school and baptizing over twenty 
members, he resigned his charge, and 
from April till Octoljer he tried to sup- 
port his family by editing a secular 
newspaper, in connection with monthly 
pastorates at Arrow Hock and Rocheport. 
Iu October, '77, he accepted the S. S. 
secretarj ship for Missouri, which he held 
for four years, and prosecuted to the sat- 
isfaction of all who sympathized with the 
work, but resigned Sept. 1, '81 to accept a 
call to Decatur, IU., where he terminated 
his public labors about the first of Feb, 
'82. His church here deeply feels his loss. 
He leaves a widow nnd three sons. I 
have known him intimately, and while I 
believe modesty bids me allow others to 
characterize him as an intellectual and 
influential man, I ask the privilege to say 
he was one of every-day piety, stndiouB- 
ness, energy, love of truth and unswerv- 
ing honesty. It has cost me many strug- 
gles and tears to give him up, but now 
that it is over I gratefully enjoy the hon- 
or of God's choosing for Himself one «o 
near to me and my family.
